WITH  regard  to  ^mph(\fiSy  not- 
withftanding  what  my  friend 
above-mentioned  aflerted  of  hU  fun,  I 
mnft  Hill  continue  in  my  old  opinion, 
that  none  but  fuch  as  have  the  powers  of 
the  undci itanding  exerted,  and  have  ex¬ 
perienced  the  feelings  of  the  heart,  can 
liave  a  proper  idea  of  the  import  of  that 
word.  I  have  attended  with  care  to 
what  thefc  profeflbrs  call  cinphc{fts  in 
their  Icholars,  hut  do  not  find  that  1 
have  the  fmalleft  rtafon  to  alter  tny  opi¬ 
nion  on  this  account.  They  do  indeed 
faife  their  voice  at  certain  places,  and 
vary  the  tone  from  that  w’hich  they  ufu- 
ally  employ,  accompanying  this  with 
certain  difiortions  of  countenonce  and 
gefture,  expreflivc  of  nothing  except  it  is 
%at  of  aiming  at  fomething  that  they 
cannot  attain;  which,  infiead  of  abfor- 
Hng  the  mind  in  that  fixed  attention, 
and-  filling  it  with  thefe  pleafiog  fcnla- 
dons  which  a  pathetic  diicourfe  ought 
naturally  to  excite,,  or  roufing  it  by  the 
a^iincuiled  exprdlSon  of  thefe  glowing 
ttwnights,  which  burft  from  the  foul 
when  tfroagly  agitated  by  the  profpedt 
dt great  and  interefting  events,  only  dif¬ 
fracts  thea  ttention ;  or,  by  the  r*d  culous 
appearance  which  they  make,  excites 
the  mind  to  laughter  and  contempt*, 
Which  moA  ever  be  the  cafe  when  any

one  attempts  with  confidence  to  perform 
,  what  is  beyond  his  power  to  accomp|iih. 

“  Emp^Jis  is  nothing  elfe  than  the 
cafy  utterance  of  fuch  words  as  any  one 
recites,  accompanied  with  fuch  tones 
and  gefiures  as  are  .;iatGra}iy  fitted  to- 
excite  the  fame  fenlgl^.as  the  wovds- 
tend  to  excite  in  the  mkid.*'  If  tbis  tk- 
finition  is  juft,  it  follows,  that  no  one- 
can  ever  recite  any  thing  with  a  juft  ‘«»- 
phafts^  till  he  at  leaft  fully  comprehends 
the  meaning  of  w’bat  he  recites;  the 
Judgment  is  therefore  materially  con¬ 
cerned  in  this  cafe.  3ut  although  the 
undei'ftanding  is  here  particularfy  requi- 
fite,  it  is  not  the  only,  or  even  the 
necejfary  power  of  the  mind  that  needs, 
to  be  exerted  before  a  juft  emphafib  can 
be  acquired.  It  is  upon  the  heart  andi 
^e^ions  that  the  powers  of  elocution 
muft  chiefly  operate ;  nor  can  the  power 
of  warmjng  or  engaging  thefc  be.  ever 
attained,*  but  by  thole  wbofe  afiedtlons 
arc  warm,  and  whofe  fouls  arc  capable 
not  only  of  perceiving,  but  of  feeling. 
the  full  force  of  all  thcli  paflions'w’hicti 
animated  the  foul  of  the  author  while  he 
penned  his  difcourfe;  fo  that  the  tonea 
and  geftuVes  muft  be  thqfe 'which  can  on¬ 
ly  be  imprefied  by  the  lund  of  nature 
upon  a  tender  and  feeJiug'  hearU 

Nay,  fo  difficult  is  it  to  acquire  a  juft 
and  proper  empbafis,  that  even  the  bdt:

iiere  drawing  a  comparifon  bctw’een  an- 
tient  orations  and  modern  declamation. 
'—Our  language  is  faid  to  be  incapable  of 
the  nervous  boldnels  which  animated 
didiun  requires;  but  would  to  God  that 
our  hearts  and  inclinations  elevated  us 
above,  inftcad  of  deprefiing  us  below  it  1 
But  if  it  be  lb  ditiicult  to  acquire  a 
futficient  command  of  voice,  and  expref- 
lion  of  countenance,  fo  as  to  imitate  in  a 
proper  manner  the  ardent  glow  of  a  pa¬ 
triotic  orator,  without  being  puirciTed  of 
that  dignity  of  mind  which  virtue  alone 
infpires ;  how  is  it  to  be  fuppofed,  that 
one  whole  heart  is  difengaged,  can  ex- 
prefs  with  a  becoming  fervor  of  devo¬ 
tion,  thole  fublime  addrefles  to  the  deity 
which  have  been  .didated  by  holy  and 
iijfpired  writers  ?  But  w’bcn  the  virtu¬ 
ous  mind  has  acquired  fome  idea  of  the 
infinite  goodneis,  and  invariable  benefi¬ 
cence  of  the  Almighty  creator  and  pre- 
ferver  of  this  univerfc,  by  a  conftant 
contemplation  of  his  works;  his  aito<* 
niihed  mind  is  overpowered  with  grateful 
adoration,  and  humbling  itfelf  with 
heart-felt  abatement,  naturally  poureth 
forth  itlclf  before  the  throne  of  mercy, 
with  that  unafieded  pathos  and  melting 
fimplicity  of  heart,  which  alone  be- 
Cometh  a  being  fo  infinitely  inferior,

ries  of  time  and  place,  and  embrace' 
with  cordial  brotherly  afiedion  the  whole 
human  race,  without  diftindion  of  age,  of 
country  or  condition;  confidering  them 
all  as  children  of  one  common  parent,, 
chained  down  for  a  time  in  different 
prifons  here ;  tormented  by  difeafes  and 
pain,  and  led  affray  through  the  thorny* 
mazes  of  error,  by  unruly  paiBoni  which 
blind  the  undeiltandiug,  and  ungovenv- 
able  affedions  that  difirad  the  heart, 
from  whofe  dominion  death, alone  can 
fet  us  intirely  free?  How  does  his  bo  wel» 
earn  with  compaflion  for  the  inevitable 
diftrefies  towhich  mankindare  fubjeded  !* 
With  what  unbounded  chanty  docs  he 
view  the  failings  and  the  errors  of  his 
weak  deluded  brethren  !  His  fickeniiig' 
foul,  tired  of  this  vain  and  guilty  feene/ 
foars  aloft  to  thele  purer  regions,  where 
all  his  hopes  are  centered,  and,  fillcd.wkfr 
that  cahn  and  Heady  exultation  which 
this  infpires,  looks  dowitwnth  •i^.and* 
contempt  upon  the  wori^  andwll  its  pe-^ 
rifhtng  enjoymeats;  Vbile  the  body, 
moft  unable  to  contain  its  heavenly  gtiefi^ 
in  fome  meafure  participates  of*  its  holy: 
ardour,  and  in  every  lineament  paints,  in 
expreffive  ftroket,  the  chnradcr  of  its  di¬ 
vine  inhabitant.  -Cordial  toveiankl  affcc- 
tion  to  all  miiddnd  diffisfca  over  the 
Countenance  the  engaging  fiiftnefe  of 
fympath'etic  affedibn,  while  heavenly 
hope  animatet  every  iieature  with  that 
diviiie  ardour  which  the  vaftneia  of  the 
objedt  in  view,  and  certain  convidion  of 
the  enraptured  mind,  moft  naturally  tn- 
ipires.  How  poor  are  words  alone ! 
how  unabk  of  Ihcmfelves  fully  to  exprefi 
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thofe  emotions  with  which  his  ex¬ 
panded  I'uul  is  filled  I  ik  feels  the  want ; 
and,  m.iking  every  eSurt  to  communicate 
to  others  this  holy  fervour,  makes  ufe  of 
thofe  bold  and  daring  expreflions  which 
'  the  cool  eye  of  philolbphic  infenfibility 
might  fometimes  deem  abfmd,  but 
which,  when  aixompanied  with  the  na¬ 
tive  tones  of  a  heart  expanded  with  the 
great  idea  <’f  boundlefs  bcncvolefice,  and 
unconfined  f*hllanthropy, touches  the  finer 
feelings  of  congenial  ibuls,  and  makc*s 
them  experience  the  power  of  thefe  great 
and  incommunicable  ideas  It  was  thus 
that  Paul  of  Tarfus^  the  apoftlc  of  the 
Gentiles,  fp(»ke,whcn,  unable  to  exprets, 
in  a  ftrong  enough  manner,  the  frTc*c  of 
his  defire  to  bring  others  to  that  happi- 
r.cfs,  the  proipe^I  of  which  fo  totally  in- 
griiffed  his  whidc  foul,  that  he,  in  the 
height  of  his  ardour,  earneflly  wifhed 
that  he  migiit  be  able  to  procure  it  for 
them,  even  if  it  were  at  the  expcncc  of 
hi;-  own  falvalion.  But  where  is  the 
man  who  can  fay  to  hiinfelf,  1  feel  the 
ftili  power  of  this  uni\erlal  benevolence? 
And  who  is  it  that  would  not  make  him- 
fclf  ridiculous  by  attempting  to  ci'unter- 
feit  it '  But  if  even  we;;,  who  have  the 
full  ufr  I'f  their  undcrflanding,— who, 
moreover,  have  the  powers  of  the  imagi¬ 
nation  impriived, — whi>  have  had  their 
Ibuls  \\  armed  with  the  enlivening  glow 
of  a  rational  devotion,  arifing  from  the 
luUcft  conviclion  cf  the  incfiable  benigni¬ 
ty  of  the  Creator; — if  even  ihrfe  are,  in 
many  cafes,  unable  to  ckvaie  themfelves 
to  fuch  a  pitch,  as  to  be  able  to  read, 
with  any  degree  of  propriety,  thefe  di¬ 
vine  writings,  what  are  we  to  expect 
from  the  counterfeited  warmth  of  ^il- 
dren,  whofc  hearts  never  have  as  yet 
been  able  to  feel  any  of  thefe  freat  or 
tender  emotiona,  which  fo  powerfully 
Elevate  and  agitate  the  human  frame? 
What  can  we  expe^  but  unnatural  gri¬ 
mace  and  un.iffe^ng  rant;  which  may, 
indeed,  pafs  for  juft  expreffion  with  thofe 
who,  like  themfclves,  have  never  felt  the 
power  of  thofe  emotions  which  the  dif- 
courfc  16  intended  to  awaken; — but  to 
others  it  can  only  excite  the  moft  ftiock- 
ing  contempt  and  difguft?  As  jiiftly 
might  we  rxpesft  that  a  mere  Fnglifh 
reader  wtmld,  upon  reading  the  tatin  c- 
ration,  be  agitated  with  all  the  emotions 
n  bich  Ctaro  experienced  w'hen  he  deli¬ 
vered  his  oration  againft  Catiline^  as 
that  a  child  Ihould  feel  them  by  reading 
a  tranflation  of  that  oration  in  Englifh  . 
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The  time  may  coine  when  they^  Hiayp  • 
glow  with  all  his  warmth,  and  be  agita-  * 
ted  with  all  the  variety  of  great  emotions 
which  he  experienced;  but  far  is  that 
period  diftant  from  that  of  infant  years. 

Let  not  any  one,  however,  imagine, 
that  I  hereby  mean  to  dil'courage  the 
ftudy  of  this  ufeful  branch  of  elocution, 
or  intend  to  afl'ert,  that  nothing  elfe  is, 
nccellhry  to  form  a  moving  orator  but 
found  fenle  and  a  warm  and  ^feeling 
heart ;  for  !  am  fullv  fcnliblc,  that  the 
lincertft  and  w'armcft  feelings  of  men 
are  fometimes  expi  efled  by  the  moft  un¬ 
natural  and  ridiculous  tones  and  gefticu- 
lations.  All  that  I  mean  to  fay  is,  that* 
found  judgment,  with  a  virtuous  and 
feeling  heart,  are  the  moll  nc'ccfl'ary  ac¬ 
compli  Ibments  for  every  one  that  experts 
ever  to  make  a  conficlerable  figure  as  an 
orator;  and  that  the  teaching  a  juft  and 
proper  emf'hafis  ought  not  to  be  attempt¬ 
ed  in  childhood.  But  if  our  teachers,  in- 
ftead  of  making  their  feholars  counter¬ 
feit  emotions  which  they  never  felt, 
would  inftrud  them  in  a  clear,  unafTed- 
cd  and  diftindt  articulation,  and  ac- 
cuftom  them  to  read  plain  difeourfes 
and  little  tales  adapted  to  their  years, 

V  here  no  great  emotions  are  excited,  in 
a  clear  and  eafy  manner,  they  would  do 
their  pupils  an  eAcdual  fcrvicc — And  if, 
inftead  of  making  them  ftave  and  rant, 
by  attempting  to  perform  what  they  can¬ 
not  pofliLly  attain,  they  would  induftri- 
oufly  avoid  leading  them  into  any  dif- 
courle  that  might  tempt  them  to  the  ufe 
of  pathetic  cxprefTion,  they  would  chufe 
a  more  judicious  path  than  they  at  pre- 
fent  do  purfue.  They  ought,never  to 
forget,  that,  while  the  judgment  is  weak, 
mankind  invariably  tend  to  over-do  in 
every  cafe ;  fo  that  the  moft  difficult  lef- 
fon,  and  the  laft  to  be  attained  in  every 
polite  art,  is  that  elegant  fimplicity  which 
can  never  be  found  but  among  thofe  who 
have  arrived  at  the  greateft  perfe^lion  ; 
andin  no  particular  is  this  more  remark¬ 
ably  obvious  than  in  reading  and  in 
fpeaking.  The  greateft  part  of  the  books 
which  we  read  are  plain  and  unadorned 
narratives,  which  require  to  be  read  with 
a  diftin<5t  fimplicity  of  tone,  without  any, 
attempt  at  declamation,  or  what  is  com-, 
monly  called  emphufis  ;  yet  how  per-. 
foDs  do  we  fee  that  open  a  book,  who  are  i 
not  perpetually  attempting  to  (how  their 
powers  for  oratory,  by  afteifting  pathetic 
tones,  and  warmth  of  emotion,  where 
they  ought  to  be  calm  and  ferenc?  And 
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dofs  not  this  originally  take  its  rife,  in  a 
great  meafurc,  from  the  attempting  to 
DttVr  pathetic  or  enliveninjj  diHourfcs,  at 
;i  pt  rii.'d  of  life  before  we  have  felt  the 
poAcr  of  tlicfc  emotions,  or  know  what 
tones  or  geftures  arc  the  proper  accom¬ 
paniments  of  them  ?  and  thus  being  early 
hal)i mated  to  this  affeded  grimace,  it 
gains  fnch  footing,  that,  l>efore  our 
power,}  are  capable  of  being  developed, 
we  find  it  impollible  to  get  them  eradi¬ 
cated,  fo  that  we  continue  all  our  lives 
with  this  faulty  kind  of  expreffion.  To 
read  or  fpeak  with  propriety  on  any  occa- 
i'.oii,  our  whole  attention  ought  to  be 
engaged  with  XXicfuhje^  of  the  difeourfe, 
and  not  the  manner  of  delivering  it; 
for,  wliile  the  mind  is  dillraded  between 
tlieic  two  objeds,  it  does  not  fufficiently 
perceive  the  meaning  of  the  difeourfe,  fo 
as  to  awaken  thefe  powers  which  call  forth 
the  native  tones  and  jud  exprcffion  of 
countenance,  but  is  perpetually  flying  off 
into  tlie  regions  of  fancy,  which  produces 
thefe  unnatural,  overftrained  modes  of 
utterance,  t(X)  commonly,  I  had  almofl 
laid  univerfally,  to  be  met,  with.  But' 
when  we  conlider  what  a  fmall  propor¬ 
tion  of  mankind  are  endued  with  powers 
capable  of  ever  feeling  the  force  of  ge¬ 
nuine  elocution,  and  that  none  are  fo  dc- 
ftitutc  of  parts  as  not  to  be  able  to  read 
with  perfpicuity,  if  they  are  properly 
taught,  and  afted  no  graces  of  delivery, 
inuft  we  not  condemn  thofc  as  injudici¬ 
ous  who  lead  fo  many  into  the  wTong 
path  ?  If  a  boy  has  been  accuftomed  to 
read  wuih  cafe  and  diftindnefs,  and  care 
has  been  taken,  tu  heep  him  from  a  dull 
canting  exprcffion  on  the  one  hand,  and 
an  atfeded  bombaftical  fw’elling  on  ^the 
other,  there  cannot  be  the  fmalleft  doubt 
but  that,  if  ever  his  heart  is  ftrongly  in- 
tereffed,  he  will  exprefs  himlelf  with 
force  and  propriety.

But  his  eniinence 
conceived  fuch  indignation  againft  Pouf- 
fet,  for  having  entered  into  holy  orders 
ptirpofely  to  avoid  the  marriage,  that 
whatever  application  was  made  to  him 
he  conftantly  reiu fed  the  difpenlation. 

Renee  Corbeaii,  by  tliis  refatil,  was 
again  plunged  into  a  defpair.  the  more 
terrible,  as  having  before  entertained. 
I'ome  hopes.  llt»wcver,  her  /eal  was 
not  abated:  ftie  threw  herfelf  at  the 
king’s  feet,  relating  her  unfortunate  cafe, 
and  begging  her  lover’s  life.  Henry,, 
who  had  too  often  felt  the  power  oi  love, 
not  to  be  moved  by  her  beauty,  and  her . 
eloquence,  condefeended  to  be  himfelf 
her  fdicitor  to  the  legate.  Such  an  ad- 
WKrtte  could  not  be  refufed.  The  Car-  . 
dinal,  as  Pouflet  had  not  received  the 
high  eft  orders  of  the  priefthood,  grant- . 
ed  the  dif^>enfation :  the  marriage  was 
folemni/ed,  and  they  lived  ever  after  in 
the  moft  perfed  union;  the  hufband 
ever  regarding  his  wife  as  his  guardian  , 
angel,  that  had  fared  at  once  both  his  life

How  little  fociety  is  there  to  be  found  in 
what  is  generally  called  ihe  World  ?  |t 
may  more  properly  be  compared  to  thit 
ftatc  of  war,  which  Hobbes  ruppoTes  the 
firft  condition  of  mankind.  The  (kmc 
vanities,  the  lame  paftions,  the  feme  am¬ 
bition,  reign  in  almoft  every  brcait:  A 
conftant  detire  to  fupplant,  and  a  conti¬ 
nual  fear  of  being  fupnlanted,  keep  .the 
minds  of  thofe  w'ho  have  any  views  at  A 
ali  in  a  ftate  of  unremilted  tumult  and" 
envy;  and  thofc  who  have  no  aim  m 
their  aiftions,  are  too  irrational  to  have  a 
notion  of  focial  comforts.  The  love,  as 
well  as  the  plcafurcs  of  fociety,  is  found¬ 
ed  in  reaibii,  and  cannot  exift  in  thofe 
minds  which  are  filled  with  Irrational 
purfuits.  Such,  indeed,  might  claim  a 
place  in  the  fociety  of  birds  and  beafts, 
though  few  would  deferve  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  amongft  them;  but  that  of  rcafon- 
able  beings  muft  be  founded  in  rcafon. 
What  I  underftand  by  fociety  is  a  ftatc 
of  mutual  coufidence,  reciprocal  fervices, 
and  correfpondent  atfedions.  Where 
numbers  are  thus  united  there  will  be  a 
free  communication  of  fentiincnts,  and 
we  (ball  then  find  fpeech,  that  peculiar 
blefiing  given  to  man,  a  valuable  gift  in¬ 
deed  ;  but  when  we  fee  it  reftramed  by 
fnfpicion,  or  contaminated  by  detraifHpn, . 
we  rather  wonder  that  fo  dangerous  a 
power  was  intrufted  with  a  race  of  be¬ 
ings,  who  feldom  make  a  proper  ufe  of 
it.

Dtfeription  of  the  Manners  of  the 
Nation  of  AkAnsas,  their  Reli’ 
^ion^  and  manner  of  carrying  on 
nvar. 

[From  Boflu’sTravels  through  Louifiana, 
jult  publiihed.  P.  axs.J 

I  HOPE  the  defeription  I  fliall  give  of 
this  Indian  nation,  by  drawing  your 
attention  upon  tlicir  particular  chara<5ter, 
will  convey  a  general  idea  of  all  the  na¬ 
tions  of  North  America.  There  is  in¬ 
deed  very  little  ditference  amonfg  them, 
in  regard  to  their  cuftoms  and  their  way 
of  thinking,  and  efpccially  in  regard  to  a 
fupreme  Ueing,  which  in  their  language 
they  call  CoyocopchUiy  which  fignifies 
the  'p'eat  fpirit  ^  or  the  wafer  of  life. 
The  Jkanzas  live  on  the  banks  of  a 
river  that  bears  their  name;  it  arifes  in 
New  Mexico,  and  falls  into  the  Millilippi. 
Thefe  Indi ms  are  tall,  ’well  made,  brave, 
good  fwimmers,  very  expert  in  hunting 
and  filhing,  and  intirely  devoted  to  the " 
French,  of  which  they  have  given  marks 
on  feveral  occafions. 

The  country  of  the  Akanzas  is  one  of 
the  fineft  in  the  world;  the  foil  of  it  isfo 
fertile,  that  it  produces,  without  any 
culture,  EurojKan  Vheat,  all  kinds  of 
food,  and  good  fruit,  unknown  in  France; 
game  of  all  kinds  is  plentiful  there;  wild 
oxen,  flags,  roebucks,  bears,  tygers,  leo- 
pirds,  foxes,  wildcats,  rabbits,  turkies, 
grous,  fwatis,  geefe,  bultards,  ducks  of  all 
kinds,  teals,  divers  fnipcs,  water-hens, 
golden  plovers,  ftares,  thrufbes,  and  o- 
ther  birds  which  are  not  known  in  Eu¬ 
rope. 

On  my  arrival  at  the  Akanzas^  the 
young  Wfirriors  received  me  with  the 
dance  of  the  calumet.  It  is  necelTary 
that  I  fhould  inform  you,  that  dancing

enters  into  all  forts  of  tranfadtions  with 
thefe  nations;  they  have  religious,  phy- 
lical,  merry,  ceremonious,  warlike,  pa¬ 
cific,  nuptial,  funeral,  playful,  hunting, 
and  lewd  dances:, the  lafe  is  aboiilhed 
lince  our  arrival  in  America.  % 

The  Akanzas  have  expert  fellows  a- 
mong  them,  who  would  perhaps  amaze 
our  jugglers.  I  favv  one  of  them,  who, 
in  my  prefence,  performed  a  trick  which 
will  a|;>i>ear  incredible  to  yoii;'  after 
fome  wry  mouths,  he  fwallowed  a  rih 
of  a  ftag  feventecn  inches  long,  held  it 
with  his  fingers,  and  drew  it  out  of  his 
ftomach  again.  He  went  to  New  Or¬ 
leans  to  Ihew  his  agility  to  the  governor 
and  the  officers  of  the  garrifon ;  this  th^ 
Indians  call  adting  the  phyfician. 

The  Akanzas  declare  war  with  the 
following  ceremonies.  They  make  a 
fcaft  in  the  hut  of  the  chief,  where  dog’s 
flelh  is  ferved  up,  which  is  the  principal 
food  of  warriors ;  bccaufc  they  fay,  that 
a  creature  which  is  fo  brave  as  to  be 
killed  in  the  defence  of  his  mafter,  mull 
give  them  valour.  He  that  kills  one  of 
the  enemy’s  dogs  is  likewife  received  as 
a  warrior;  but  he  mud  bring  the  Ealp  of 
the  dog,  that  is,  the  fkin  from  the  head, 
as  if  it  were  theTcalp  of  a  man,  “without 
which  the  others  would  not  belrcvfc 
him.  The  Indians  have  dogs' in  great 
numbers,  both  for  hunting,  and  to  fc- 
cure  them  from’  being  furprifed  by  their 
enemies. 

After  the  feaft  of  which  I  have  rpoken> 
the  great  chief  calls  together  an  a^em* 
bly'of  warriors. 

The  aflembly  is  held  in  the  middle  of 
the  village,  in  a  great  hut  on  purpofc, 
which  they  call  the  hut  of  the  council* 
The  chief  and  moft  confiderable  men 
place  Ihemfelves,  according  to.their  ref- 
pedlivc  ranks,  on  mats  or  on  tyger  fluna. 
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V/hcn  tbry  arc  all  fentcd,  tl^e  chief,  or 
crater,  puU  liiiT.fcIf  into  the  inidlt  t)!  the 
pfVcmhl),  and  holds  his  Intcch  with  a 
l»->ud  voice;  he  reprefenU  to  his  nation, 
that  it  would  be  a  iliame  for  then*  not  to 
revenue  the  atiront  they  received  from 
loch  or  fuel*  a  nation;  that  if  they  did 
rot  take  them  to  accoinit  for  it,'  lluy 
VH’uld  for  the  future  K*  h-oked  npnn  as 
avcmien  *.  At  that  infrant  a!i  the  atiem- 
My  applauds,  by  faying,  “  IJeu  •  hen 
'i  iicchuf  tlien  takea  a  bundle  of  lod.s, 
and  prefents  it  to  the  affen»bly  ;  all  that 
are  defirous  of  going  to  war  t^ke  one  of 
the  rods,  and  by  this*  means  they  are 
eiilif  ed.

The  Indians  never  go  to  w'ar  without 
confiilting  their  manitouj.  to  w'hom 
they  attribute  all  their  good  or  bad  luck. 

It  the  inaniton  has  not  been  favourable  ^ 
to  them,  they  quit  him  \yithout  any  ce-. 
remony,  and  take  another.  The  chief, 
before  he  goes  to  war,  undergoes  a  very- 
rigid  fading,  and  paints  his  boiiy  black 
during  that  time.

forged  into  the  houfc,  which  they  aimed 
deftroyrd;  By  this  time  a  guard  of  fol- 
diers  came,  who,  having  cleared  the 
houie,  dreffed  the  officer  in  queilion  in  a 
VoL.

foldicr’s  uniform,  and  by  that  means 
laved  him  from  the  fury  of  the  populace. 
Since  this  affair  general  Murray  has 
marched  to  Bruges  with  two  battalions 
and  fix  pieces  of  cannon:  and  we  hear- 
that  every  thing  is  quiet  there  at  prefent.”

It  is  dedicated  to  the  immacu¬ 
late  conception  of  the  Virgin,  and  is 
named  the  Order  of  .Charles  ,ttic  third. 
Befides  all  the  princes  of  the  blood,  there 
are  to  be  of  this  order  fixty  greatcroi^i, 
two  hundred  knights,  a  chancellor,  a 
mafter  of  the  ceremonies,  a  treafurer, 
and  a  fccrctary.

He  w'ss  a  gentleman  of  unblemilhed 
honour,  and  *cndued  with  every 
virtue  that  could  adorn  a  public  Nation. 
As  a  phyfician,  he  was  eminent,  humane, 
and'charitabie;  and  as  a  lenator,  unbiaf- 
fed  in  judgment,  invariable  in  conduct, . 
and  incorruptible  in  integrity  — In  the 
year  1 749, .he  was  voted  an  enemy  to  his 
country,  by  a  venal  majority  of  the  moll
